of that Commodity has increafed of late Years within 
this Kingdom. In the Year 1716 the Duty upon Cot- 
fee and Tea amounted to but fixty odd thoufand 
Pounds ; from 1716 to 1724 that Duty continued {1 
ject only to the Laws of the Cuftoms, and yet fo great- 
ly did our Confumption increafe within that Time, 


‘ that in the Year 1723 the Duty amounted to 112.000 /. 


which is near double the Sum in that feven Years which 
preceded the Alreration ; which can be attributed only 


to the Increafe of the Confumption, for it cannot be 
that the Cuftom-houfe Officers were more exact 
diligent, 


faid, 
and or the Smugglers lefs-skilled in the Arts 
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of Deceit in that Year, than they had been in any of 
the former. 
‘© In the Year 1724 the famous Alteration now com. 
plained of was made ; we cannot fuppofe that the Con. 
fumption has fince decreafed ; on the contrary, as Teg 
has been fold cheaper fince that Time than ever it was 
before, we muft fuppofe, that the Confumption has 
greatly increafed ; and as by this Alteration the unfair 
Dealers and Traders were entirely put out of all their 
okl Arts of Smuggling, or, at leaft, of difpofing of 
their run Goods, we muft fuppofe the Duty increafed, 
and accordingly it did fo, always till the Year 1729, 
when it amounted to about 142,000/7 But by that 
‘lime the Smugglers began to learn new Arts of De. 
ceit, and to contrive new Ways of defrauding the Pub. 
lick; fothat fince the Year 1729, the Duty has been 
daily decreafing, and is now reduced to lefs than 
20000 /. per Ann. From hence it muft appear, that 
the Publick has not gained much by the Alteration of 
the Method of Collection, which lies fo heavy upon 
all the Dealers in that Commodity. 
‘< It is certain, Sir, that this Decreafe in the publick 
Revenue, which has happened fince the Year 1729, 
cannot be owing to any Decreafe in the Confumption 
of that Commodity; for it is of late Years fold fo 


cheap, that the very meaneft of the People make ufe 
it, which I know by my own Experience to be true; 
becaufe but lately a poor Woman of that Part of the 
City where I live, for whom I had, fome Time before, 
procured Twelve-pence per Week Charity, acknow- 
ledged to me, that fhe had Tea every Morning for her 
Breakfaft, and faid, thot, except Water, it was the 
cheapeft Drink fhe could get; and therefore, as the 
Confamption muit he mach larger, and the Produce of 
the Duty very little fuperior now to what it was mM

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« go rafhly in to the changing of that Method of Colle&i- 
on by which this Increafe has been made, efpecially when 
we are at leaft in Danger of being upon the Brink of a 
War, as has been hinted by my Hon. Friend upon the 
Floor. 
«© T will allow, Sir, that the Practice of running of Tea 
isa very great Fraud upon the Publick, and an Injury 
to the far Trader; and I will likewife allow, that it 
has come to avery great Height of late, but the Man- 
ner of carrying it on now is very diferent from what it 
was formerly. The Smugg’ers now travel in Bodies of 
30 or 40 Men together, all well armed and provided for 
a defperate Defence ; they carry their Goods from Houfe 
to Houfe, and actually murder and defroy the King’s 
ws ge wherever they can meet with them unfupport- 
¢ by regular Troops: This is now their Method of 
running their Goods, and difpofing of them after they 
are run; this, as will, I believe, be acknowledged, mutt 
be much more dang gercus and expenfive to them, than 
the clande?tine Wav they were in formerly; this Me- 
thod they have been reduced to by the Laws of Excife, 
and yet Gentlemen defire to have that Check removed, 
which has laid them under fo great Difficulties.

We failed from Bofton ia New England in the Recovery 
in the Month of 1733 to from thence 
tothe Ifand of Madera, where we took in Wines, which 
the Veflel’s Company making very free with while we ftay- 
ed there, generally got Drunk, which occafioned the Mafter 
to difcharge three of them, faving, that he would never car- 
ry any Irifhmen more with him.

We think this Affair can be no unneceffary Leffon to all 
Mafters of Veflels, nor to be fo over eager of getting 
Eftates, as to pinch it out of the poor Mei’s Bellies, but 
to let them have fafficient Allowance of wholefome Pro- 
vifions, that they may have no room to Complain : The 
Want or Neglect of this has been the Occafion of this un- 
happy Accident ; and I beg that all Seafaring Men may 
take Warning by us, leait by fome fuch hafty and rafh mu- 
tinous Proceeding they may be led to commit fuch Scenes 
of Blood and Vengeance as will never go unpunifhed, él- 
ther in this World or the next ; for one Sally of Paffion 
im mott unthinking Sailors, brings on another, till at  laft
